One of those opcra- 
tions failed, 


The only ron-twin  opgration 
attempted by specialists ended 
dn the death of the recipient. 


Among those, studying the 
Swedish boy's “caso were Dr 
John P, Merrill, the hospital's 
djrector of kidney research and 
‘a recognised leader in the field, 
and some 45 other doctors wha 
have participated in the 20-man

FULLER USE FOR 


SKIM LATEX 


OMMENTING on the 
increasing world de- 
mand .for latex, due 
largely to the expansion 
of the latex’ foam in- 
dustry, H. C. Baker, 
writing in the journal of 
the Natural Rubber De- 
velopment Board, says 
that much fuller use can 
be made of skim latex to 
supply industry’s needs. 


Skim is the liquld left: over 
after Jatex has been concentne- 
ted for shipment, Although ft 
contains thousands of tons of 
rubber a lot of It used to yo 
Nterally “down the drain”, until 
rubber = preducers geared thelr 
factories to new reclamation 
methods, 

The article describes system~ 
atle tests made on this skim 
rubber to determine how it can 
be used in industry. These 
testa have been carried out by 
the British Rubber Producers’ 
Research Association with the 
help of the Rubber Research 
Institue of Malaya. 


COMPLICATED 

The. problem of using skim is 
complicated because it contains 
non-rubber constituents, but 
world demand for rubber makes 
{t sound economics lo market. 
Now that increasing quantities 
are being exported—probably as 
much as 10,000 tons per annum 
—the Rubber Rescarch Institute 
are taking on active part in 
telling manufacturers exactly 
what this type of rubber can 
und cannot do. In_ particular 
they have publicised ways of 
identifying skim by density and 
other tests und supported the 
bun on using skim -in the pro- 
duction of certain high grade 
rubbers, 

Manufacturers ‘may well pre- 
fer to use skim rubber for some 
processes when !ts advantages 
are better known, and it is 
already widely used -for pro- 
ducts requiring a cléan, low 
priced rubber. Nat only Is it 
relutively clean compared with 
other off-grade rubbers but tt Is 
likely to be more cconomical 
when made into compounds, and 
in sollng compounds basod on 
‘reinforcing resins the increased 
hardness obtained when skim 
rubbor bat ate Q regular grade 
of natural rubber allows a re- 
ductlon to bo made in the pro- 
portion of high-cost resin,

In his submission, Mr 
Bernaocch! sald this was "very 
much a touch and go ”

Onus Of Proof 


Referring to ‘the facts of the 


case, Mr Bernacchi sald, tt was 
the accused's cnse that on the 
Instructions from his master and 
without any knowledge of what 
St was about, fhe accused went 
to a vessel and carried o sealed 
Keroscrie tin from among a num- 
ber of artictes taken off the 
vessel. He was later stopped 
by a Police 
with another fokl.

It was obvious on these facts 
that the questions would arise 
as to the onus of proof and as 
to the lack of knowledge this 
appellant had had in respect of 
the sealed tin, Bernacchl said. 


Referring to the first of appeal, 
Mr Bernacchi said'he did not 
think he need enlarge on the 
“obvious Importance” to the 
present cose of the. quéstion of 
admissibility of the evidence 
concerning the instructions {he 
accused had had from his mor- 
ter, 


‘Clearly Wrong’ 


Having dealt with the 
aceuscd's evidence, Mr Bernacchl 
submitted that, the Trial Judge 
had held that the appellant could 
pot give evidence as to what his 
instructions .from hig master 
were, nor could he give evidence 
of a conversation made in his’ 

resence, "In my submission, 

at was a clearly wrong ruling 
in law by the learned (Trial 
Judge,” he said. 


Counsel adcd that only time 
when a statement was exeluded 
was when it was made in’ the 
ubsence of the uccused,’ In this 
case, it was:a statemint in the 
accused's presence ani In.one 
Incident, the actual instructions 
he was given, . "I respectfully 
tail {o sea how that could 
possibly’ be said to be ine 
udmissible.” 


Bearing in mind the vital Issue 
of the case was that the appellant 
had merely acted on hig master’s 
instructions and without: any 
Knowledge of the: contents of 
the tin, Mr Bernacchi submitted, 
the evidence of the statement 
made in his presence was most 
materiol on . the minds of the 
Jury, having regard particularly 
to the fact that the Jury so very 
nearly disagreed and finally only 
toturned ao majority verdict of 
guilty ofler further direction
